Tint prepanitioD of the foUowiog s«l«ctioD from tho correttpondc 
of our late dciir friend, Lvdiji Ann Bjirclaj. li/u been underlakca trltli 
an uiidoubtiiig bulivf of its beiug u duly to luuiil forth to tho prueent 
generation, and to posteritj-, tbeso recordin of tho cxerci»e« and' 
Iftbours of our departed friond and ristcr in the unehnngcnhlo truth. 

The larguat projwrtiou of lUcm has btvu supplied hy her etrrrca* 
ponrlvui^ who wer» (ricnd^^ to whom fhn waa clofwly uiiilod m 
Chrislian foltowdiip, and who hnvo wiUnigly Burrondured thoni for 
the benefit of others. 

Whilst uccupicd in fuIRUinj; the service devolvinjj upon ti», wo 
hA\e been fnvonrcd with a precious fcolinj* of peace, mid not un- 
fruquenllj with the sweet incomea of our heavenly Futher'a lovu, 
melting our hetu-ts, and causing the tribute of gratitude aud praise to 
ascend before Tlirn. 

We hare felt concerned to be fjuthfol in the fulfibnunt of our tnut* 
witlt a single ej« to the gtoiT* of Kim bj whoM graco our friend vtH» 
what she was — desiring neilhoi- to withhold more than in nlo<:l^ which 
leodolh to poverty, nor, by undue enlnr^enicnt, to exceed the hotmds 
of ft wise discrotioQ ; and wc earnestly hopo that our roaders may bo 
prepared to receive that which is written in tlio luvu nf the truth, to 
their own abiding instruction nod deepening in Christ, tlio root of life. 

We have, therefore, eudeavoured, without cotnpromiio of the 
principles, doctrinos, iind testimonies profesflcd hy iis. to select such 
of tlie letters of our departed friend as would render the whole a truo 
delineation of her religiooa views and experience; aud it ia earnestly 
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desired, that (in this day of conflict and of great purplcx^ity. and 
treading down within our bordcsm. becftiisc of Lhc falling away of 
many from the ancient standard, an^ the porsevering efforts of »n 
untiring enemy to drive us bimk into (be house of bondage, out of 
which our forefathers wore delivered by an Almighty Arm), the deep, 
practical, lienrt-ecarching character of those totters, may lead, manif 
amongst ns (o search and try their ways, honestly int)uinag of them- 
bqIvc!) what they know of audi dcop experience ; and, also, that it may 
tctnd to the coufinniug of thu faith uf those who, seeing the ravages 
(ho enemy haa madu amongst ua, inny often be ready to quury, 
" What is truth >" 

Our bclovud friirud luft but few private mcniunuiila of hiT religiouF 
experience ; but the Utile there is ehows tlie purilieii state of her 
mind. She left a few drafu of letters ; and the following piaper 
being found with them, is Mi by those into whose liandu they have 
oome to incrwas*^ iheir rctpotisibility : — 

" In preserving these rough d:i-aft0 of letters, written under exercise 
of uiiud, I desire to be preserved from boasting, or seeking to make 
a fair ahow in the ik-ah (aa it were), knowing that in my llt-ah 
dwclloth no good (hlng; * But liy the grace of God I am what 1 am,* 
and that, if Ills grace befitowed upon me hiiouot been in vain, it id all 
of IIU adorable love and mercy in Christ Jesua my Lord. But my 
whole nnd ainciTO desire is, timt, If in the perusal of ihiiso [HiperB by 
any when I am gone to re^l, Ibe gture mind m:iy be stirred up, or 
that which ia tender or of God in ibem Birengchencd — 'that the 
abundant grace may through [their] thanksgiving, redound to tlie 
glory of God/ the fountain of »\i good, and the centre of all true 
worship and praiao." Amen. 



Coeka-mouOi, 1862. 
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Of Aberdeen Montoly Meetixg, concerning Lydia Ann Barclay, 
wTu) died on the 31s( of \8t month, 1865, aged 55 yearx, and irhoae 
remains were interred at Cockermouth, on the lih of 2iid month 
following: a Minister about 20 t/ears. 

Although our "dear friend was not a member of this Monthly 
Meeting at the time of her deccaao, yet, her removal having taken 
place ao shortly heforc her illness, wc feel it our duty to issue the 
following testimony. 

'Lydia Ann Barclay, daughtpr of Rohcvt and Ann Rarelay, members 
of our religious Society, was bom at Olapham, in Surrey, on the 25th 
of lOtb month, 1799, and when very young was deprived by death 
of her mother. In the season of youth she appears to hiive been 
tendered and contrited by the visitations of heavenly love, and, under 
the quickening power of the Spirit of Truth, was given to sec the 
necessity of obedience to all its manifestations and pure leadings in 
the secret of her soul. To Him who waa thus knocking at the door 
of her heart she waa enabled to open ; and, through co-operation 
■witli His grace, she was strengthened to take up her daily cross 
find walk in the narrow path of self-denial and regeneration, 
esteeming all things but losa that she might "win Christ, and be 
found in him." The following extract, from a letter to a friend, 
shows the work ot the Lord's Spirit on her mind in her youngpr 
days: — "My dear friend: thou queried of me yesterday, how the 
work of religion was begun in my heart? to which I believe I gave 
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thee no Batisfactorj answer. I feel afraid of expressing much on 
snch BnbjecM. or of 'judging my own self;' but now, fearing lest my 
eilencn kIiouUI luivo dono Uanu, 1 foci at tiberLjr to tdl tliett, T trust 
uuiiei" a humbling sense of tlie tendfv mercy of my heavenly Father. 
Ah! His 4;i>nipa<i!>ionate regard VfHf* ta mn, when bnl a child, visiting; 
mc by IJis lovo, inakin» nie scnsiblo of tin; depravity of my evil heart, 
of tliC CACoeiliiiy ^iul'uluoes of siit, of iny gr«iH need gf a Siiviour, and 
of Ilia clt-aiiain;!, saiK'lifj-iiig power: and ihtSj my dear friend, was 
not through the indtnimentiilily of iiuy outward iiiuans, but inohtly 
dui'iiig the time of my being [confined on a couchj, and in my itecret 
retirings ti> wait upon Ilini, "We wf^re brought np to tho use of 
prayei-s momitig and evening, and very oftwi went with our govunics^ 
(who was of the Established Church) to her place of worship; this 
I bvcaine unca!)y with, when about fifteen, and, showing a diidiko to 
it, 8ho never pre»«ed it ngaiu ; plact^s uf pubLI(^ amuiiemunt and ilancing 
were also given up nbuut the same time, and music soon after. Oh! 
how t^mdcrlj have I been dealt with. I I can never 8ufliciently 
remember it. lie l\aa led mo gently along, showing mc by degrees, 
flrsr, what He would have me avoid and forsake, and tbcu what Ho 
would bave me to do and puriiue : but bow ui^ny tiuii.*.9 havit I iwultcd 
and turned away from Ilia offers, disobeyed II is commands and 
grieved His Holy Spirit! I desire to be continually bumbled under 
a Bunse of tbciie tlitajp, and aiiirnati-'d to rtimwed Judication of 
heart to ITitn who baa love<l rac and given Hini^U for nic; wailing 
for the fresh discoveries of His blesaud will." 

As she continued faithfully to follow Uim who hud callt*d her out 
of dnrlcnwa into Ilia marvellous light, passing througli those deep 
baptisms of spirit wbich are necessary for the reduction of self, aud 
are preparatory to service iu llic Churcli, »hc mw clearly that it 
would be required of her to engage in the work of Ihc ministry; in 
alluaion to wbich sbo wriuw, on ihn ITitb of Ist month, 18"i7: — "Oh 
Lord, my Ood! if, in ibc richee of thy meit'y and coudcjjccnding 
goodness to a poor worm, thou sec m«ct to require of mc to speak 
of ihee to olherK, to *speak of the glorious honour of tbj majesty, 
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and tell of ihy tvondroiu) wurks,* — tixy wUl bo dono. B(^l1old the 
linudmiud of my Lord; do wlint thoa wilt with hks ouljr ouko me 
flij d(rar child, thy faithful ivTvnni. Bo thoa my nin-ti^'thi \H tt hu 
in thy |K>wcr nnd iiuitiurily. luul lu thu ntter abn^eim-nt and drop 
buiuiUatiiiD of tho crciiluro, that w all powvr and glory may he 
WKTihfiA unto thee, to irhnm it in ever due! Amen." Again, in 
TeffTcnca to this awful engngemmil. the bmitliinga of her muI are 
pcunixl,. OD the l^t of lOth month, 183M: — ''Let the moimtaiu§ Dow 
down ttt thy pn-^imi-o, and cause the hill^ of oppo5itioii |i> m<^lt like 
wax before Hme; brin^ all within mo into pure r>>!)i>nmti<)ti, into holy 
obedienco — then open thou my lips, nnd my mouth «hull show forth 
thy i>rui«i^ — Ih^n ^gicak tlioii (he wnrd, nnd T will j)ulilLi>h it in thy 
might; and, oh I^txI! I hc^eipch thw, bring mo into deep humility 
And nathiu(,mi.-w of autft nnd keep mo thcrt.' for vvcr." 

She appears to have lintt «omo forth in tho mit]i»try at Frionds' 
Meeting at Epping, in allmtion to which sho writM, on tho 17ih of 
2nd mouth, liiCtli — "Aud nuw it seems well for me tu iU':kuowkd<;(i 
(I trust under a deep Kcnse of ihu coudvsccrnditif; froudncw of lay dear 
Lord and ACtuiler, and of my own otter unwortlunofts), tlial hfiviiiK 
often fell uncAaincM in not having yielded to a socrel dcflire thnt hna 
R«>med to mit'Dd me Ihti^o wvci'ul years, to gn and sii with Kjipiiig 
Friendx in thnr M«<-tin|/, I v<>ntm-ed to go tfa^re yeetonlny fortni^litr 
in itAT for the boi^y, it hein^ a deep snovr and severely cold; and in 
mi^ntid fuiir uUo, Itet it should be protumplnnuft and wning. But, 
oh, U'hal a favour! it pli-ae^-d Divine Ooothiirw* ui;uin, mt it wci-e. In 
OVfVfthadow me with lli* lore, and to rix|tiire obodioncc in tho exproR- 
sion of fl few wnrdH ; after fearing and hceitnting, and at laat 
IxcmbUog:, till near thu clu«e of tho mcetiii;r, I ventured and wns 
fmaMed to ^land up. How unv-orthy am I to make mentir*n of Uia 
nanH«! What great cimde^wngion and raftrey, ihus to make a way 
where I can 8*0 no way, io tako Mw^ly fear, to remove doubt, mid to 
give strength! and not only flo, hut oftenroi'ds to favour with a 
pcm*eful quirt! Ami now, what ran I nnidcr for all Hia moroiraT 
Tbe answer seems, *'A11 thou requirest, my whole heart, oh Lordl' 
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Btit. oil, mtiy Tie ojinhle ma nnd luidfrtake for mc, for I nm indftccl 
weak iind fecWej anil may lie purify nnfl prepare me for Himself to 
dwell in! Aud now, wbcmircr und wherever such another itacrilice 
may iigain ho ri^<|uin:il ftf lut-, no matttr-— may ITe make mo more and 
morn Hin SLnipli^ Elis oliedicnt rhilil! .'Vud suuin;; I am such a |iODri 
weak, ignomut cliild. may H« take mety the hand and show me how 
to go, luu] nil tho snnrc-'* nnil rlun^if) that tmrronnd, enabling mo to 
take right steps; and whii'D I 3li|i or miss my way, may Hii loll mn 
and revrovo uud cliasttu mc, hum)>ling ma ns llis tender love and 
wisdom Sue moot. And, ob! saitk my soul, may Ho keep me low in 
HiR pure fear, Uiat oil praise and glory may <!vcr ho ast-ribcd to Him 
to ivhum alone it m elemnlly duel" Sht- was recurded a uiiiiiater on 
tlie 24tli gf 12tli month, 183'>, widlat PL'sidenl iil Civytlon, and in 
this capacity TiBited many of the roantici* of England, once tlic Yearly 
3K*i'ling of Frii<iidA at Dnlilln, nml twice the MeclingH v( Srutlutid. 
In lS-17, under an apprehension of duty, she removed from Reigato, 
in Siirrpy, wlnre she Imd ri->sided nfarly eight years, and acttlod in 
AhprdecTi. 'WTiilst living here she waf* libcrateti, in the 2nd month, 
18-19, for religioaa serviee in the Quarterly Jlcccing of Cornwall; in 
the following y»'ar she visiled Ihn Mer-tiiips and part of the families 
of Krimida in Uoract mid Ilanf!, and attended the Yearly Mectinj* nt 
Diihlin; in tlio 1st month, 1852, she held » meeting with a portion 
<rf the young women employed in the factories at Aherdeen; and, ia 
18ri4, waa engaged Ui vieit, in Gospel love, the Meetings composing 
Ihe Qmirtorly Meeting of Cumherlund and Northumberland; besides 
other services at different timca -vWlhin the compass of this Genend 
Meeting. 

It wa« her conswentious enrleavonr to occupy faithfully, as n good 
steward, with the outwiird niimnft with which ehe wnti nhui>diint1y 
hlefwed;. being concerned to do gnnd and to communicate, and being 
herself in deportment, dress, and the furniture of her house, an 
exumpiv of pliiiune»8 and siuiplivily, wliich oho believid tite Spirit of 
Christ led inlo. She removed to Cockermouth early in the H)th 
m'lnth, 1H&4, and liml been there litlh: more than four woekfl, when. 
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a piu-alrlic fteizure deprived b«r [>f (he itM of bur lell sidis tuid ufTecied 
her raitiil with frequent and protmcied wiuidvriii^. About lliia titoo 
II rplative biildinj; Iht farewell, mhI nddinp-, "llic Lord be vrith thee^" 
shut said. ''Jic bus bccu wilb tov; 1 bavu bad many favoured tinnia; 
iht-y Imre beoii v<-ry swort:" nnd At auolhcr int«TraI. "I have been 
brou^t very low, biii Divine aid ha^ supported nic," She hod Uvii 
uuder much I'jLcreiitc for the yoaa^ fumuk-it vii^gcd in ibc taeUmm 
at Cookontioutli ; »iid on <ini* occ3L*ioii, vx pn'i^^iiig ihip, and bor dvsire 

thai — shduld viirit llieiu froi|ut'Qt]v, »nd iwsint in twieliing thom 

to rcail. Ac, ehu iiddcHl: — ebe wanted youiig fricndo lu bv vaiMtuntf,'«d 
to um; their Inlontx. though it nu;;ht be in d littlu w;*yi the litUc 
ivauld be accepted that was tlont- in lovo to iba Lord, ft»r ov<m ii cup 
i>f cold WHler. if givi'n in lliu nuutv, vruubl bnvt* it^rcwanl; nuno 
should dbrink from these serviccM because tbcjr could do but Litllt>; 
little ability — littlo moans — lilile laliint^-ougbt not lo hindwr; nil 
oould dii noiitet/itMi/; and if we oQiittt-d tn do -wlmt wa» called for at 
our hands for our poor [>u(f«ring felluw-ereHturve. how could wu 
4>x|wcl to hurts tlie bK-sving of thosa who were mad^ lu peridli to rust 
upon us. She tliougbt we ought to bo fnithful in speaking our uuoda 
to otlii-re, not (Jtrli-nvd by ihw fe«r of offending llieui, lef^l. by 
Uitfuillifubie8», wu «]iuuld cucian^^r ibu tfOtd of our bruUit;!', and hia 
blood should be iv^guirvd ot our hand : also how sad it would be, if, 
utring to OS, he should go to tbo place of iHTdiliim, *'where thdr 
wi»rm distil not. and ilie flre ie not (juenched." It pleased Him who 
UntI litHictKil lier ^raduiilly l(> rv.'^lore her iiicnlid facultifit, when undei- 
H deep sense of the bumilintin^ condition of her earthly talicmacle, 
and of the abounding mercy of her dear Lord luid Master, she vrroto 
tlio foUowinj::— "My mind has been so liltod irith lhe>iu wi>rdi!i 
Uial I believe I muM try and write ihcm down lo the glory of God. 
"And now, O Lordl I desire to prai^>, and thunk, and lulore thy 
holy name, for all thy great goudneas uud mercy to Ihy poor, weak, 
uii worthy wi-rant, who is truly unwonhy tJie leiwt of nil thy tender 
mercies to her: especiiiUy nmking known and revonling thy grace, in 
favouring her, with others of h«r family, witli lliy blessed day-sjtriug 
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from on Uigh, wbereby tbou hast bruugbt me forth out of darkac 
and tbe shndow of death, and hiiAt in measure translated me into the 
Ititigdora of tliy deur Son, who hHtU aboLiahiid dt'jttli, ajid brought 
lite and iniiaortttlily to light through the Oospel, giving ub a lively 
bopt through tUy ilewr Stiii, mul fi4vourhig with an hiimble hoi>e of 
acceptance, necording to thy ijrccious gi-aco, through Him in whom 
wc havu rudb'iuptitiii tlirough HU 'blyud, and forgivene&a fur the hUu 
ibnt lire repent<?d of. And now, Lord, may it plfjise thee so to work 
in and upon thy poor, utivt-orthy chihl, as to bring mc into an humble 
ruaij^ution, a truu rotijputiou and roal auhjciMian Lo ihy mighty 
powur and holy ivilJ in all tbings, that I may, by thy t^^odneas, be 
puriHcd and prcpnrcd, through this humhling di.ipen!»ation, for my 
uwful tiuiu of U'iinidalion. Oh! eo work in and upon mc, n* that 
tliy life may reign and come into domjuioii over all. aud UiUB I muy 
he pennitUid jrmcioualy to obt^iin a g1oriou» victory over dKntli, hell, 
and the grave, tbruui^b thy dear Sou, my Lord jiud Saviour. For 
wbcu thy life corned to reign ov«r all, then thy peace and priiise shall 
fill my soull peace with lh«H through Jesuo Christ, and ihy pt^ucQ 
and lore to all mankind tho world over Qnit not to thoir trins). Oh ! 
bo pleaacd thus to fill mo with thy peace and praise, who art worthy, 
worlliy of all praisp and thaiikagivuig, honour, miomtion, ;uHi rt'nowii, 
and living, livin;; priuses, not only now, but now, henceforth, and for 
evermore. Amen." 

Alter ttiis, ill a Ictlor to a friend, she reuiarks, "I always Lad «. 
fwUng that my moving to this place would be like the end of my 
career, but what a merey to have been spared and bo favoured during 
this painful time; yuu, favoured with wjii^ of praise in tbe night 
season, niid hearlfolt praiae and thanksgiving by day, so a* to bo 
qnile resigniid to wait ihe I>ord's time I" Thiw», with a heart 
overtlovring with {rratitudo for all ber mercies — the sweet Biiyour of 
her ipirit evidencing that her dwelling was in the secret place of the 
Mom High — a Rccond seimre, on the 25th of the Ist month, 1655, 
deprived her of the use of the other side, also of speech and lbs 
fQvtt of swallowing. In this prostrated state, apparently with little 
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or 00 pnii), elie lay until the Slat of the Bame, wlien ibe qiUMlj imd 
peaoefallj brentbed ber last. 



A liitle Iribiitc. to the memory of our bclorod departed fricod, 
Lydia Ann Barclay, soems doe from us, who for a long oourK of 
years wcru privilegL-d to «njoy a cIosq iuiimacy aud friendt^bip with 
her, bcin^ sweetly united together in tlic love and f(>ilowship of the 
Gospel, and ivbicL continued unubalcd until the close of her lilX 

Our acciuainlanflo commenced in thn diiys of early dedication, at n 
time when her inind was sweetly viailed with the coolriliag, humbling 
indu^ces of heaTenlr Ioto, engaging her bean to m«Ic and to eerre 
tlie Lord; find by yielding obedience to the teachings of Dirino grace, 
BS invrordly innuifcslcd, she wus fnTotired to cxpcrioneo a growth 
therein, luid in the mving knowledge of the truth a.* it is in Jiif\i», 
cvidoncing by her untlcriating walk in the way of the orosa and path 
of self-dcnlaU that she was indeed coacei-acd to follow Him In tho 
n^oention and in newness of life. 

Very humble were the views sho took of herself, feeling that she 
bad nothing to glory in, eave in the cross of our Lord Jesus Chrial, 
by wliom tho world wa« cruciSod unto hur. and she unto the world. 

Her memory is prcciou*. her oiiimplc wa^ Inatniclivo and edifying, 
the one bent of her mind being to journey Zion-fl-arJ ; and in hor 
endeavour to servo her Divine Master, she was earnestly concerned 
to press Dpon others tho need of n daily fueling after fresli supplies of 
heavenly grace to keep the soul alive. This being much her own 
experience cuut^eil tho dew of heaven to rest upon her spirit, proeerving 
herlea^ irom fading, and thereby causing much fruit to be brought 
forth for the refredlimenl of many, to the praise and glory of the 
great and good nnshandmnn. 

Aud not only was ahe Uringly concerned to be found a faithful 
at«WHrd of Uio iniuiifold grace of God, but wns also sensible of her 
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accountability to Him for the i-ighc use of her outwiuNl dub^taiice, of 
-iv^hich she was a llbers.1 diBtributor, seeking out objects of a more 
hidden chaTacter to whom iieciiniary aid wa.^ peculiarly ncccptjibk*. 

Stic was abo in no commoii degree a i-emiu'kaljlu economist of timot 
whidh, witb hei- other gil'ts and talonts, aha was zealously Qouceiuud 
to occn-pj to the honcmr of the great Giver, and at different times 
vna industrioualy engaged in spreading nmoug otbcra, by the distribu- 
tion of sound religious book^ and trauLSn uu acqualutaace with thu 
principles of tiutli, as always professed by Friends, 

&Ioro might be said of this devoted handmaid of the Lord, yet our 
objGL't is not to oulugiso the creature, hut briefly and simply to 
delineate her chanicter and untiring zeal for the prosperity of ^ioQ, 
and the enlargement of her borders, for unto her waa given in Ibe 
behalf of Chriiil not ouly Co btdievo on Him, but also to auffur for His 
sake ; therefore, she conid say from experience, ttiiit "ihe sullenngii of 
this present time arc not worthy to be compared with tlie glory wliichi 
shall be revealed in ua," for ahc counted uotbmg too near or loo d« 
to port witU that she might win Christ and be found In Ilim.

eiicounigcmcnt to UB In low times and warans of fAintlieartedneatt ! 
I want to know how it lias fare<l with my beloved friend, of whom I 
liavc lately heard an interesting iiceount — that lliy bLtndtt have b<iuii 
broken through condesceodiug goudnuss and JUivine f LreDgtb. I mny 
say it rejoiced my heart, and I was reminded uf the time wc fivnt 
met, namely, at dinner iit T, CIirif>ty'», during yearly meeting, when 
1 sat by thee, and fait knit to thee under a belief that the game good 
Hand wad upon ihcc thnt I felt to bo npon mo — ^mosl imworthy as I 
am lo partjikti in ever so small a dogn-e of such u burden.

atsstvaoc« lliol ooe has bc«n io their affectionate remembnuicv, is like 
a cordial to a wear^* traveller. I beli«ve i-uch cupe of cold water, 
hAJKled io siinplicity, and prompted by lore to the one good Maj)t«r, 
will not lose their reward; and also that ihey will not improperly 
attach to the instrument, liiil nitlirr tend to slren^hen our lore to 
the great and goo«l Giver iind Master, animating us with fresh alacrity 
ID uur fouble service of Hiiii, and im eoi-nvsi desire to bo enabled to 
make stmight and diligent step<< in our epirituiU journey. Hut ou 
recurriDg Sf^in to thy K-ltcr, d«ar H^ I hope thou wilt not misunder- 
stand me. I cannot imppoAc that mif poor scrawls are in the least 
worthy of a reward ; if there is ever unytliing savoury in ihem, I 
trust the thonki; and the praiae all go to llim who somBLimee 
condcsceada lo dirL<cl the pen. 

I believe I did attempt in my last to dixscribc a little the variouv 
eOiiilic'ls and tnals I hud parsed through in the winter and t^pring, 
relative to my removal lu tlii:« place, and loaTing my dear bcothcr, 
with irhom I lived more tlino seven yeara. Alter yearly meeting, 
the famace seemed to ^'ow hniter uiid hotter an tlir time of trial 
approached, and all the rtsLsotiiiigs and fears alMtut ilic atep magnilit^d 
tfaenuelves. . , . Mow I feel the comfort of being hare to be 
tpvat. To be situotvd plecwnnlly in a colliige willi it nice j^ardtn, &c. ; 
a nice little society Bmongat Friends, both of the middling and poorer 
daas i tlie near neigbourhood (vitliin a wnlh) of meeting, also of door 
brother John fuid wifo; all these piod things seem to. weigh me down 
with the debt of gtatltudc due lo the bountiful GIvor of ihutu. . . . 
Thou wilt Bay my cup surely ruus over ; and oh, that there may be a 
faithful bnugtug in of tbL>Uthee ! Ah! my beloved fi-ivnil, I lliink J do 
desire to be i-nublud ao to do, as well iw to be preserved from other 3uar«8! 
for the «>n«my knows wi-l! how to »ct them in every place, anrl under 
varied circunintanecB. Tbou ktiowcnt there is daiigfir of taking our 
flight as on the Sabbath-day; ajid there ia danger of self-coinplaiMnry 
creeping in, abto of too great atiacbmenl to the outward good thiitg^ 
that here j^unoiiml me. as well as of being cumbered with care3 of this 
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world, — evHi ia a Wife wa^ m I am here. How ffreat is the need, 
therefore, of coiiUnual watcbfulncsB and seeltiug after a renewal of 
spirilual strengtli and Divine counael, in order to be cnableil to walk cir- 
comspGctlj as well as faittfully. . • . It is a ^-eat comfort to me to 
have [my brother John'p] company so easy of aocess : it romiails ma 
of owr earlier years, whco he and I were ao closely linked tugethur — 
Ills advice and experience ore very valuable to me, and he is plea5e<I 
to say that it is a comfort to laitn my liaving come here at this tiiiie. 
M'e are a little band of united ones here (how I should like thee to 
come and see us) — ^yel I hope we are sensible of onr own greut weak- 
ness; indeed, it is sweet to believe and trust that our heavenly Father 
will glicw it to ub mote and more, and ^ve us to feel that in llim 
alone are all our fresh springs. 

The account, dear love, of thy excrciws and cooflicls was 
interesting to me. It is the enemy's work to discourage and to dianuij 
both by an/ic'jiafioTis nnd reasonings, as well as by looking back uni 
dwelling improperly on our shortcoraings and slips. Onr good Father ' 
would not have it to bo so ; Hia corrections are full of love and 
lienling, that we may learn to be mnre obedient children — not to 
U3 off further and hinder our future welldoing, unloes wo are given* 
up to disobedience and revolt. In my own short experience, I have 
found the enemy has boon very busy ajhr any time of giving up 
apprehended duty, aa it were, to cast over one a flood of diac:oiirage-^ 
ment- It is hotter not to contend with him, but rather to endeavour 
to sink down into the fjuiet, trnsting in our heavenly Father (whom 
■we desU'c to serve) ihiit He will in mercy show us wherein we have 
offended, and how to do better ; acd then I have Bometimes found lA 
has, at times, been pleased to atill the necuser, and to bring into 
quiet, rewgned state, in which self is willing to bo brought low. 
Huch seasons of conSict there is rather a hidden advantage to the scut 
that is properly exercised thereby. How good lie is to manage things 
to the good of those wlio desire to love and aerve Him above all ! Let 
us more and more trust His correcting, humbling hand, as well aa 
lean upon His strengthening arm ! And, dear H., let us not be afraid 
of ihe face of uiau, nor iff ]m (houyhU, hut lot us simctify the Lord of 
hosts himself, and let Him be our fear and our dread ; and if Ho is 
pleiised, in great condescension to poor worms, to frive ns at times a 
little testimony to hear fur Him, let ua not be ashamed if it apjicar 
very small and homely. No matter how weak and stammering the 
treaturo appears, if ih^re be but life ia the oS^ering, and it minister 
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life to the licarore, ao doubt it wUl tend lo the praise and glory of 
Him wbo gives ii. And oh I that w« may be bronght low and kept 
low b«forB Hint for «v«r, and conliniiftllj emptiud, and irxafavd, and 
refine<l for every fresh Bcrvicc — if indeed / maj dare to uso such a 
term! . . . 

How one dues fool for poor Daniel Wlieeler — such a vafit rcs- 
poitMbiliiy and concern 1 and yet one's very heart gota with him, 
and iriehea succew to the Goflpc! to th« very "eads of the earth." 
How condoling and antniaLing U <^ur belief of the univenud gift of 
grace, dispensed, in varioue measures, to mankind — though one cannot 
hot believe that if wo hjwl been faithful, aa a people raised up to 
bear this testimony, uiauy wore uiu»»uu>^cr« would have bei^n, ere 
this, Bcnl forth to ditTerent parts of the world, to turn people lo this 
grace and light which liea hid in their dark earth, or is but partially 
yielded to and acknowledged. This is indeed a fearful thought ! 

Farewell, my dear fincod. 1 must close this long letter with the 
asBuronco of my dear love, and that T do not forget that this is the 
day of your general moutiiij;. May the great }lcad of the Church be 
"with you, to your comfort, and strength, and cleaDsing — goring you 
to acknowledge tbat the Lord is good, that IliH mercies cndurt-- for 
ever, and that lie is worthy to be served, loved, trusted in, and obeyed 
for ever and ever.

free grace, who toucheth us, drawiith us, makes us willing, if we yield 
unto Hie power, yea, works all in us by wasbing us, regeneraliug 
and renewing us by the Holy Ghost. 

It is by yielding np our hearts to this measure of grace, or 
manifestation of the good Syiirii of Christ in our hearts, that we are 
grfidually delirored from the pow(?r of darkneF^s and sin, and tran^latod 
into the kingdom of the dear Son u( God; and it is thus alone that 
we come to partake of, and fully to feel the prenjiotisuess of that 
redeniplion which is throngh His blood, the forgiveness of sins 
according to the ri flies of Ilia grace! Therefore, the great matter 
for UB to do id to take hoed to the reproofs of the Spirit of Christ 
vithin us, whitjh ta as a light shining in our dark hcaJ'ts. showing as 
the evils thereof (for whatsoever doth make manifest, is light), 
convincing ii3 of sin and giving us to long alter deliverance from tho 
enemies of our own houses ; and as we are willing to K-'ar llis coming 
as a convineer and reprover of sin — a refiner with fire luid a fuller 
with soap — ^we nhiUl witneHs that He will make a thorough work in 
our earlhiy hearts, Uo will bring forth judgment unto victory, and 
we Bh«U be made more than couqucrors through Him that loved us, 
and He will become exceedingly precious ty ob in this Ills ioword 
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and spiritnfll appearance ; our sod]? will d<>light in Tltm aa the blesnod 
jnes^engcT of tho covenant (Mai. iii. 1), wc shall love lo wait upon 
Him in tlie wny of His judginenta that n-o maj Uaru more and more 
of His jirvciou^ rigliloousacse. (Isniali xxvi. 8.) TIius tlie kingdom 
of God and of llis denr Son will come to be more and ojorcitGt up la 
our liearlv, "whicli comctli not with outward observation," "and 
consiala not m meatii and drinks,*' but is to be Tritliio ua, "not in 
-word bol in power," and consists in riglitcousnoss, p^ace, and joy in 
the Holj- Ghost. 

Now, the work of the truo minisiArs of ('hri«t is to point out this 
inward work and bow il mnj be witnessed — to direct to our dear 
Saviour, aud how Hi!" jiowor may be fpll to deliver us from our potent 
enemiM within ; they would not hnvo ua ntop short by thu waj in 
merely being pleased, or our affection* kindled by what we hear, for 
it is thus that the prophet Kxekiel's testimony formerly was to the 
I<irad!tBa like a pleuiant song of one that had a pltNunant voicm. But 
we should look beyond tho gift to the Giver of all good, aud we should 
endeavour to centre our mind;* on Cluist tho minister of luinistcni, 
who can work either with or without instruments, and with (bo 
ignorant and ample aa well aa the wise and learned. 

And now, dear B., I hope thou wilt not look on Ihy poor well- 
wiahar as any other than a fellow-fravener in the way toward Zion, 
and thy very siocore friond,

To me thou wilt helievu it is, and will bt; increasingly, a ln-Hvy 
stroke, seeing thatwt" have from diildhood been so vci"y nearly united 
in tlioee Bweet and precious bonds that ar« closer than ontwanl 
relationship; we have thouKhl nnd felt like one pprson. I have shared 
tn bis iett«n to lUtd fro, and in bit exercises, and in bis laboura^ ' 
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inaaniBCh as he kindly made use of roc, ond ihouglit my poorheli 
nnd judgment n-ortli liaving. But now lie ia gone Ui liu gooij 
heavenly hAme — (jatlierfd to the Iifavenlff garfur (oh, it wm scali^ • 
my mind aa w» iiulemaly »iit in silunco at Iiis departure, fui<l I M( 
obliged to utter it to the re?t of my dear brothers and si«ti^ 
pre&eut), and how could I wieh hiui bock! rcIeiwtKi from "liil^ 
shackled state" (na he calK'd it on his death-bwl), and is gone lo jotn 
the ja»t of nil gt-nerationa, whose bright ciamplc he had boon fufik- 
fully conrerned to hold up to our view.

Ht BBLOTED FbiENDS AJSD SlSTEKfl, 

Aa I lay awake one morning last week pondering your— 
and your dear pai-tuer's — Allotment in this part of the heritage, both 
of suffering and of service, my mind seemed introduced into great and 
precious uciimosg ^Yilb you, and clothed witli tender sympathy for 
you, and I seemed to be one with you, tlioagli In my smuUur mcasuro 
of eervice ujid of suftyring ; and then it seemed very cncoui'agiiigly 
brought to my remembnuice, how it was with poor Nehemiab 
formerly, who was solitarily situated and in captivity, y«t whoa* 
heart the Lord atirrcd up, after he had ranumed and wept and fasted 
certain days, to seek aft-er the re&toring of the walls of Jemaalcm, and 
the good hand of his God was upon him and opened his way before 
blm, Bow did he yield to this good hiind which was upon bim! and 
oh, it was both good and mighty upon him \ Uow did it work for 
111 in and support him ahofe all tear? and dangen* I and be wcut aod 
viewed the walls which were broken down, and the gates wbicb were 
coQisumed with tire, even in the nigbt season and alone, and with 
great dtffieully did the beast that was under him pae^ along, and be 
bad not as yet told anything cither to the Jews, or to the pricatd, or 
to the nobles — not even to the rest that did tht work. And after tbat 
mournful view then it wan laid upon bim to say to them, " Ye mm 
the diRtresB we are in, how Jerusalem liclh waste aud ibe gales 
tlieroof are burned with lire. Come, and lot us bnild up the walls of 
Jeru^iiieni, that we be uo iiiorij a rcproaeh." Aud no doubt tb«y felt 
the good baud that was upon him, and they said, "Let un tis^ up and 
build." So they strengtli«nvd their liatida for tliia ^j^d work; nod 
when they were laughed \a »com, and despised, and scfiuaed of re- 
bellion, he answered und tiaitl to tliem, ■' The God of HeaTei) E* will 
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t*03pcr u9j therefore we His Bcnranta will arise and bnild j bat ye 
■^vc no porUon, nor right, noi- meni«niil In Jerusakoi/' tesUfying to 
^hom was ilia allegiancti eupioiuvlv, uud tliiit hu ucleil from thu Dis'iua 
putting forth or word of commaiid, which word sliould pruspor iu iho 
lliiug whereto it was »eiit ; but thej were atrangera to it, and there* 
fore coold neither properly ju(l)i»> nor wifely op|K>»c. I low cncoumgiug 
is all thifl to the humble waiters, tho, puticni, mournful saflcrers, 
yet faithfiii workere in tho Lord's power, though but a feeble few 1 
And it ia sLrikiug to see how tlint tbe duu;j;Uters uleu joiuud with their 
brvtJiren in repairing the walls— encouraging to u» poor weaker 
vc5sel.i, and the lirst in lrflii>igre*rioii ! How wotidL-rfully werc^ tbey 
helped to build the walls even in troublous timoa, and in the midst 
of much indtgnution nni] mockery from ihcir enemies, who said that 
iheir wall might be broken duwii even by a fox, and wondered huw 
these feeble ones could llunk to fortify tUui»»oUe«, and revive the 
stones out^of the heaps of burnt rubbish ! And when they heard thai 
the breaches be^n to be M*)ppeil Ibey wcro very n-i-i>tti, mi'l con- 
spired to come and hinder the work ; nevertheless, tho prayer of ihcM 
feeble onee was unto their God, and Ho enabled them to set a watuli 
agoiuiit the enemy, and to be botli valtaut witli their warliko woapouA 
in the one bund, imd dih^etit and »ti'oi)(f to build wiLb Ihe other hoBd, 
boUi early and lutv; and the language of encouragement in and 
tbrongh Nehcmiah to hix fellows was, "Be not afraid of them; 
remember the hard, whieh is great ami terrible," And when tho 
enemy found he could not succt-od in hindering the work openly, be 
ln«d seduciDg means, cuduavum'ing to ingrutiiite hiniHelf with Neho- 
XDiah, withal surmising a revolt ; but ho rufuaed to join han^la willi 
the enemy, or to flee to save hia life from thtiir deeigus, but hii* nr)swer 
liras, "1 am doing a great work, tvby should it cease whilsl I leave it 
and como down to yout" and "there arc no such things done ws^ 
thou sajest, but thou feigD'p<Irtt th<^m out €>f thine u^vn hi?iirt" — and 
he was enabled to nithf^tand and detect the false proplieoii-s of the 
prophets and projihvti»8ejf that were hired by the enemy to make bim 
afraid, and thu^i to nm, that Hitiy mighl hiive matter for an evil 
report and to reitroach him. 

I thought there wafi encouragement for some of us who feci oiir- 
eelvee to he few and solitary and very feeble, in remerabfring this 
instructive portion of scripture, that wc may be animukd li> fearless 
faitliftdn«#», fndeuvouriag to work for our ^ood. Lord, as He jiuts it

I have believed in refercncu to myuuif, 
that o?t greater inwardnesa is utlained aiid struuglh pt-Ttoittud, greater 
enlargement may he- witiiewipd, oven whilst speaking — but I dcsiiir to 
li« content with tlic very little tlm.t is given, and so to ke<>p to the 
power (through holy help) as thiit T may he preaorved from both the 
loss (to others and to myself) of withholding more than is meet, aa 
well as the muirtf, this great snare, of mixing in anything of the 
crc«turo*3, or spreading out into many words ; and alas ! how greatly 
luis tliia Btiarc spread amongst us, and tlie evils nccessariiy accompany- 
ing, 6t> that I am ofteji of the belief that many now-a-days will bw 
raided up as living, powerful ministers, who shall be few in worda, 
but de^ in power, and very often engaged^ iu silent preaching !

how earneatly did I desire that you also might bo seriously affccteit 
and tenderly touched by it, as no doubt ia moat mercifully designed 
bj- our heavenly Father, who never afflicts willingly, nor dt^HgUt* to 
grieve UBf but in i^uingiodsionato lore He touchtis ua in a tender lapot, 
to arouse us to look to llioi who doelh it, to feel ui'ler Him who thus 
calls lo lis, tliiit jio we may seek iirt^T and find llis heavenly favour and 
peace, which ia bctt'Cr tban life or all things h<<re below — ^yen, wliidi h 
the crovming blessing of all outward blessings, and ihe life of the goal 
bolli hpTK and horenftcr! And whenever T hnve thought of you aod 
felt for you, wbieh hiij^ been, I would affectionately aMure ^-ou, verr

accordingly for the truth and not a^ninM it. I trust 1 shall not be 
midiindersiood in thuii bxprussLug my feeling on what has greatlj 
exercised my tnind often, in this quiet spot.

and diacorerios, with whom thou mayest aseoraate witli comfort or 
impunity; will strongllien, reslnun, and prDsorri) ttice aright when 
tUero, even in bumility, walclirtilncse, and the Divine fear, and it will 
ui^iy assuredly slio^v ibce wheru tliou innycst not f^o but at tby |ienL, 
Ob, then, cl«av« unto Ilim, and depart not aivny, and muycst thou 
inproasingly seek after His precious company and doliglitful converse, 
of wbicb tliou canst never bavt' too mwcli; for He is the tniost Friend, 
tlie surest (luidu, the wisest Couuscilor, and tbu most Lleaaed Com- 
forter.

Shall we not feel a eense that all things are not right 
with oa, evcin pursuing us wBrywhere and hhideriog our real and 
peaceful enjoyment of ail things; and ia not this comparable to "tlie 
worm that never dies," mentioned in scripture? Oh, then, that thou 
maycst above all thing? seek the one thing most needful, tlio better 
part (1""' Mfti? «f old) that shall not be taken away, even the 
preciuos favour of God in the knowing Ilia kingdom come and 
coming more and more in thy heart, Hi« holy wilt being donu there 
ns in heaven.

Mt dear Friend, 

. . . 1 mft7 DOW inform thee, I trust under some grateful 
feelings, that we were favoured to arrive here in safety last second 
daj week, Ahout half-past three o'clock in the aflcmoon, after a very 
quick passage of only forty hours — the captain said he had only once 
had n quicker pa&8Hge in his life ! Wo hud a fine calm day all first 
day, so ihut we passed il mostly on deck, except at our meals, ftnd 
we fouod a snug corner at the end of it whor« we h»d our liltlc quiet 
meeting together, without any inter raption, in the forenoon to our 
r.omfort. On second day, however, the sea was covered with white 
breokers, and there was a heaving swell that made us feel very poorly, 
and wo were ol)liged to go down hclow and liu uu the aofa a few 
hours, till the joyful ne^v3 of "land in aigUt!" hailed us, brightening 
tho countenance^ oF our still more sickly couinvlc^ who had never 
once left tlieir berths all tho voyage, and rouatng us up on deck 
again tosoo the approach to tliia port. Wc had lost land for twcnty- 
foor hours which to mc occiisioned not a few solemn rellections. We 
hail 120 pasBengera, and 59 crew and servantfl, and we were distressed 
to 'ace iho latter so hard worked all the First day, with serving our 
dififeront mealg, amungst whiub wa» a grand dinner with all sorts of 
luiuriea and varictitis, even to pine apples and other fruit for dessert! 
Wo spoke to the captain ahout it and also the chess playing; he agreed 
to all wc said, but said he was only servant to the company and could 
not do as ho would \ He aoemed att iigreoabto man, and acknowledged 
his belief that all mankind are at one Lime or other visited with a 

sense of what is right or wrong in the Divine sight ; nod 

rejoined to him the responsibility and awfuhicss of resisting such 
conriotJons!

liU weakness ia owing to a departure from a close nttontion to Iho 
power of truth on the part of individQah; in a meeting, and that 
therefore there can be no other way to wax stronger than for each 
one in uprightuess to cloavc to the secret leadings and reatraiiiUt 
thereof, revealed in their own minds — ^yet have there been two or 
throe little steps opened to me, aa, I trust, in that light and wisdom 
of troth which !b profitable to dirot't, whereby you may, aa a meeting, 
be in some degree helped, and which I feel cunstriuiied thua to lay 
before yonr weiglity consideration. One of thcee la tho further

I was aUo brnupht umlEr unexpected exereiae in both 
meetings for discipline, having to go into the men's meeting: so it wa* 
welt I hud my eortificate nnd had not yielded to douhts. A. M. wt-nt 
with me nnd .1. Dann, so that, my drnr P., thon wilt unite with me 
in humbltj praiau to llim who boliffi the poor tiiid weak, and cnabU-s 
to magnify His name and exalt His pure iruth when l(ja«t oxpectwd. 
I was melted iil tei'wards, In hearing thai llic visit lo ttio men's meeting 
wns reitiarki^bly opponunc; no that, my dear friend, we poor weak 
onea have indt^cd cause more thnn ever to He low and cleave close 
to inward and pure guidnnco tliat will lead lis anfoly and wisclj 
along! 

I think in this joumey I have been renewodly conflrmod and 
striiugthcnod m ray desire io tlo »o through mercy I T was very 
nveetly at S. and M. Lamley'Sj nnd th(> former kindly went with me lo 
the Isle of Wight. . . . I was much comforteil in being at — —'3 
at Newpori, things were «o miieh iuiprovud there, a sweet savour in 
theh«usc! and there I had to inform Friends that I felt ^mewhat 
of the woe. if I nmittml a little menlitig with the Horioufi profcseon* at 
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Ventnur, and tlutt the word witbin was. "go and I will go witb 
thee; be mouth and tviHtlom, tongue, and utternnce to lliee!" and 
so, having pri>viou9ly obtAined the sanction of tho select Friends at 
Sonthampton, -we went forward and got the Britiah Bchool next Ui 
the IndependQDtH* chapd, and thalr minhiter gave up lus uanal prajer 
meeliui; that oyeuiug— and gave notice to all liis auditors of lUo 
meeting in the next room, and attended it himself. AVe had about 
onn Imiidreil, llio room heing quite full of "Flj-moutli brcthrt-n," 
lirianites, Melhodiata, and Indepeodenta — ivnd, tlirough meroifal 
goodncM, It viaa a solemn and favoarcd time, nnd a sweet eoTcring 
seemed to he over uh I thought, in time of eilence, which was long. 
. . . Nexl. day I puid two viails at Veutnor, and two on tho road 
to Syde, at Bonchurch and Urading', with serious pec^e — one a 
female Briimitc preacher, whom I had f«It much drawn to eight 
yciirs ago, and it was worth goijig through much in body and mind 
for a time of mutual praisi; I thcight. 

We sat with dcsir , wife, and daughter, next tnormng, and 

got into Basingstuku that afternoon, eo as to attend the monthly 
meellD^ there next day, and, after some sitting!? with and calls on a 
fuw, to proceed to Alton — a very interesting spot to me. Oh, how, 
as wo rode along therv, I was reminded of some »wert seusonu of 
fiivour when riding on my pony alone, a]ong that road twenly-one 
years before, wherein I would stop tho pony and ait still to enjoy 
the hcavunly goodness ! 

My dear friends, I more and more feci the ntuMjrtaialy of time 
and all things here, and that I nm decaying fast, f\rUing unable to 
bear what I did, and do not expect to Nt more than one sitting of the 
yearly meeting a day, except the select ones I But ob, how do all 
things here socm to sink in catimntiun, in companion of tlie one 
precioua fellowship with the Fathhr, and the Son, and with the 
faithful, whether in the body or removed out of it; and which blessed 
fellowshi|) 19 only atliiined or graciously permitted as we wnlk in the 
pure light Diviu'i, and suffer tlie Divine will to be wrought in ua by 
the Divine power! and this vn\l is our sancUGcatioo, whatever trials 
it may lend into- But I have not time to enlarge further ast U in inv 
heart to do ; yon can feed mo in that which i9 beyond words, and 
nccda not words to depict il. Oh, wlmt a favour and mercy to have 
beoQ helped over what I felt as n duty in this juumoy ! and iih, to 
l>i' continneil to bi> heljted a little from day to day all my rcmaltiiag 
journey through this vale of teani, and to be preserved to the end in 
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humility and nolhlngDcss of DelT. Cravo it for me, my betovcd nators. 
and that I maj never bring the \&ut. reproocti on the holy cjtusel 
Yea, let us craro it for uacli otttur, or 8cek abiltQr to do so 1

over thee and overcome thee, and to bring and leaven thee into its own 
naluro. But going forth after the enemy who raises up a du«t of 
reasonings and pLan^iblu conciueiond in thee, thou art lending away 
from that lowly nnlurc*, that little Child (hnt should lefid thee^ even 
tlie Savivut" in Ilig lowly jLppearanco witliiu thee, and art eolsring 
into and sucking down reaaonings against this, thai, and the other, 
H-itbout thee, whereas thon hftdsl boiler dwell moreinwai-d audinind 
what \s passing there, and what the AlaBter aays and bids thee either 
do or forsake, und not bo so much looking outward and reasoning. 
The Lord seckB not a reasoning mind in us, but a feeling, submissive 
bcai't ; aud it is thu meek und the Limiblv (who mtist be silent to be 
so) whom lie teaches His way and guides in truA- judgmojit, becaiue 
in their humbling their own Judgment is taken away, and ibi-y become 
wholly passive and nothing in Ilia holy hand. Therefore, ihe eueuiy 
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irill strive ever so to draw us away from Uiis iuwordnesB aod little- 
neu and stillnesa ; and it is one of UU surest devices to lead lis from 
jiclding to the drawings of the ligfit of Clirist, by itiduciii;; us to Itwk 
at this or fhat pfcrson or people who Imrc mode or arc making a pro- 
fession thereof, to behold and i-cason iipnn what ia inconsistent or 
wrong in tliem, and to lay it upuu such a profussion instead of upon 
OiQ ircakncsB or unfaithfulness of individunls. Thus mnny a tenderly 
vi«it«d one lia« stopped »Iiort iuste^id of foLiwivinn; on in the simplicity 
and humility of a littl<^ chilil, to know more and more of the Ivord'a 
huly will and precious Icadinge — and as they tJius stop short, bo the 
faeavcniy light U leeaencH, and dimneps of eight and wcnkncaa of 
bauds creep over theiu, they wuudci' further and iurther in the mazes 
of the enemy, and get to call light darkness and darkaeM llghL It 
is ihote who ore goin;; baek a^iain to Bubylon, though they tbink 
they are come to Mount Zion, and they have need to remember mir 
bIcAsod Lord's language, "If ye were blind, yo should have no sin ; 
bat now ye say, "We see, therefore ynur sin remainoth." WTicreaa, 
those who* without roasooiag ur looking outward, mind the Master's 
voice within, yielding to His blessed power that makes willing to be 
little and low, and to ri^ecive little and low instructions from Ilim, 
and to iffalk in the path of brokeoneHit and humility — these tlnis foU 
lowing on to know llim shall know the goin^ forth of Ilia imwcr to 
and in them to be prepared iis the. morning, wilh increasing light, 
life, and atnrngtli : and Lite rotuvaing ineomott of His love to and in 
llicir auula shall he a» the latter and the former i-aln iu it.<< 8e:)son, 
bringiug renewed refreBhinent, uourigliiiient, and fruitfulness with 
tUem to Ills praUe and glory. 

Oh, therefore, dear friend, receive this little word of cxhorlatjon 
in the love In whicli it is written — cloavo close to the seed or measure 
of light, life, and truth revcalud in tliu secret of thy heart, let that

Pcrha]is thoti wilt wonder into what outlandish 
place we are got, from iho (Into of this. I was so entireli/ nperdoiu 
with ibo general incictitiir, ihut wu camo to luvcrnees aluiuul dirct^tly 
after it, and a most laiiguiug journey wc liad of IDG mile?, in a timaU 
and gTRUtly lude'n eoac'li, over u gru»t part of Aberdeunahiro, a v«ry 
dr«ary uiuL dull countiy, reminding me in def^tio of Derbyiihire, hut 
the latter part was through other more fcrtiJo counties, where the 
difference of soil vrns very conspicuous, producinp fine crops of wheat, 

[irhich AljerdL"ontihir(: ducH not; also (iiiu treea, and hed^n, and oalii 
too, which arc rarities in ourpnrt. Wc stnpped a night at an inn, and 
then procured ngreculile lodgings qu the banks of iho Noss, where 

\m9 Btiiyed Iwo weeks. My night's 8lt'«p i» not fuUj restored yet, 
which has made mo feed tired and fwiblo by day, and hindered my 
getting on aa I could wish. However, it waa a pleasant Hojoura, 
and OM -vee were ga:inff'»tocl-s to the peoptu, and njiread also a great 
many traols borh io Kn^lish and Gaelic, I trust the Hojourn there 
waa not iti vain. Wo also found a poor solitary mivn who prore&aee 

I with Friends, and who was delighted to soe a little of kindred miod*; 
BO he met willi us, also occjisionally lui fLjfreiiabI« yoiiug woman, 
whose hruther is ''tbo higli churcli" jireiichiu" there, and also Came 
wSTeraJ times to sec us. We came on hero last sixth day by the 
steamboat, alon^ the fnmons Caledonian Canal, landing by a little 
row-boat on tlie shore* of Loch Nes«, about one-third itB length, 
which is twenty-four miles long, and then we started for this place on 
foot ; but finding it too far for mo, I mounted a litllo Highland cart. 
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which Uwk our luggage, while C. walked willi a kind Mlpw-pa48«>geiv' 
dressed in llie lli^hlnnd wistuiuc, who was very jiolite. The above 
little cniis are made of /ipen tcork of lathes, so that the fool or 
anything actuUl might fall through without cnro — ihey arc made bo 
for Ughtnej<a, and lU'v drawn aloii^r these mouutuiu roadg by one-gnutU 
horse, sometimes with a straw collar and a halter hridlo 1 This place 
is a straggling village, scattered up hill and down hill for nearlj two 
miles in a nioH beftiitiful glen, Baid to hft the aiosl beautiful one in 
jllanil, called Glen tJrquhnrt, pronounced Urqmin. We are at u 
age shop wliich is the post-oflice, a Tcry simple lod^ng, without 
Carpet, and everything very rusLic, but such extreme hospitality 09 
we liavi! never had before. We can hardly understand one another, 
as Gaelic is generally spoken, but all the people are 90 kind and 
obliging it is quite strikinj; to 119 both here and al Inverness. I aosura. 
ihcc we lire grefitly pleased with all thc5c dear ITighlandors, aiid th< 
nra so plcti^cd with our Gn^lie tmcl^, that wc sent for more from honu 
and yet have not enough. The country is fur more beautiful than 
thou canat imagine or I describe — we ai-c out neiu'Iy all day. To- 
day we climbed up beside a beautiful bum, or water course, whone 
banks were rocky and woody, the WL^eping birt-liys so elegant, and 
tbp woods varied by (toldiin corn fields iu every crook and comer 
which the plough can reach ; — we clambered across the burn at the 
top of it, and then up a steep mountnin, from the top of which we 
bad a lovely view all round the lake bolow surrounded by mountains, 
except our valley or ylen, and the glen dividing in two branches, 
varied by hilU in every directioa like waves rising higher to Uib 
mountains — the corn fields so richly laden, some not cut, and others 
in eheav«s, haycocks in others, and grccu luxuriant turntjis in others, 
and a little river or Ptrenm running winding along. jVficr tging down 
on the mil turf for luilf an hour, we were favoured to get safely 
down again, though bo slippery and craggy, and lo<ik our dinner at 
the side of the burn in the cool shade, having the water munnurin" 
at our side, where we filled (.ur cup, aud afterwards washed our face 
and hands. And then we paitscd all ttie afternoon a little further 
eastward on the top of a craggy liill, among fine roclts, having a sweet 
view of thi! luku, and valley, aud inountninH — reluming home to tea at 
half-poat eii. Was not this making the most of a awcct day ? Wa 
longed for some of our southern friends to share such bcantaes with '■ 
u*. ... I siiould h:ivi.- told thve, :i5 an laiitance of the genuine 
kindness of this people, while we were sitting on the rocks iu the

I was much pleased w receive thy kind letter nourly two 
wcks ngo, I often think of you, especially ou sUling down in our 
meeting hero, craving for the help of the onei*, twos, and threes, 
rinccrc-bcarted sp-^kcrs after Iifinveoly ;?ood, wherever they nmy he 
scattered ; even that Tic whom they desire to love, .servo, and hnmbly 
to worship, may be pleased lo overshadow thciu with Wn mighty 
tendering poivor, bringing lli«»i down into tnie prostration and con- 
tritioa before Him ; luid thiit the Lord Jesus Christ, thi! gruiit and 
oncbangeablo Minister, may be pleased, after a most precious and 
immediate way, to minister to tiium and to tuu-ch them. .Viid, my 
dear Mendit, how oAen is this thtt cuie Huddenly nod wlti^it wu least 
erpcct it, when wc fed ao dry and empty and pororty-atriekcn, and 
think no good can como into usj yet if wa ahid« on the watch, 
roogned lo bo poor and empty, yet waiting mid wfo^stUng in apirit 
for the blesatDg, and looking, as it were, towards the holy tomplo — 
on a sudden, when wo have toiled all tiighl and found nothing, the 
won! may go forth, "Cast the net on the right side of the vcsstl," 
and an abundant draught may be our happy portion.

1 am pleaded thou secst the danger of the coauBs I 
alluded to, for it is said, " fiurelyjn vain the not is spread in the sight

I[ wua forty-six uiiloa there 
aud buck, iiud we were twelve hours out, and returned to Perth much 
pleasoil. though vei-y tirtd. We ported very reluctitntiy with iheee dear 
Jrieuds there on third day morning, they guiug to near Ivendal. and wo 
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returned home, I trust ibaokfiil for tbe help and refreshmeot we 
hare been favonretj with. . . .

1 liiiil that ^vritiiig two letters, lbou;^b short, and to friends of the 
some place, is as exciting as two visits: and us I am desirous of 
curtailing my writing what I can, I hope thou and dear U. M. will 
excuse it. My bea-lth ia very weaily, and my sleep ts very easily 
disturbed, and which losa is not repaired under several days. A late 
call, or reading an interesting or trymg letter or book late in the eve- 
ning, will often deprive me of sleep all night, and then my head is bo 
weak and hearing so bad the next day or two. 

My denr friend, I fejir I should have felt with thee had 's lot 

been mine; but 1 believe it arises from a want of true humitit/ and 
simplicity of heart, which Iton^rthu baptising operations of the Lord's 
Holy Spirit may purge away from each of us, tliat our usefulniL-s» in 
the Church and testimony for our ilenr M&sl^ may not be lejuened 
to our hurt and the robbing ITim of His glory.

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has indeed compiwsed me About, Wlien I oonsidei- how many joiu-neya 
all tilts year tliiit my poor weak botly has undwgonc (five, besides other 
/iV^^ out?), I urn H^tonislu'J with the mercy that lias ttiiiB helped uic 
over this time, and tuit aiirprie^od at the wcnk :uid dticlining state I 
am DOW ia. I liave Imd two wucks also beru of much hiuuita aud 
fatigue, to get settled and comfortable. Myaervoua system or mentui 
IJOWGi-s nrc gri'atly vceakoiied, to mj humiliiition and trial, but no 
doubt it 13 cfood for mo, I came undor tjreai discouTUgcractit and 
depression, from knowtn» tliut X was coming into smother furnace here 
. . . It lias been a very low timo with me, and the heavens also 
liavo seemed to i>e as bt-ase. The Lord only can help ue, and mitko 
way for me, and help me over the various snares of the enemy; and 
at times I feci a liule hidden liope th»t lie will in mercy do »i, to Uis 
praise luid my own enlargement in Ilis own dno lime. The state of 
Truth's things is indeed very low, and wlicre are they not? I am 
gricvrd to Bee the evidence everywhorii ahoiinding, that the primitive 
uod Gospel teatliuony givuu tliia people to uphold aoioug the uatiuuit 
of plainness and Huuplicity in dress and address, it completely 
lowered and lraiu|ded upon, eveu by the fainilic;^ of our leaders ; and 
if the hcarlfi do so themselves, what can wo expect from the p>ody] { 
Col, alasl the heads wink at tlicsc thino;^, and even go so far as to 
appoint Bin-h ru\ are inconsistent as yrk-nda, ria clerks, as importnnt 
coiomitLcca, and even to visit delmqvents, thus lowering the alandard 
of truth, and causing the disuipline (I may say our /toly discipHnef 
which was given forth and cxcrd*cd at first in the wisdom and power 
of God) to be handled liy unclean hand*.

Catharine Sargent, from her very affectionate friend, Lydia 
Ann Barclay, for lending as the sei-picc of truth sUnll eall/or — chiefly 
designed for the conarmiiig and strengthening of Friends in the all- 
flufficiency of Divine grace ; or, in other word», that little and lowly 
principle or measure of the light, grace, and good Spirit of our Lord 
Jeans Christ, which God in mercy hiia bestowed on every man coming 
into the world, as hia heavenly talent, to be occupied with, increased, 
and awfully accounted for at the laat great and awful day! whereby, 
as yielded unto and sufTcrcd to work in ua that which \i the good and 
acceptable will of God during Ilis day of visitation, thai glorloua 
salvation which our blesaed Saviour ?o preciously purchased and 
ratified for us, when lie laid down lli» precious life without the gates 
of Jerusalem, a sacrifice and propitiation for the ains of all mankind, 
ia brought home to the door of each of our hearts, and offered for 
our acceptance ; and a blessed yut humble bopo is held out and 
vouchsafed of salvation and eternal life from Ood, through our 
Saviour Jesus Christ. Oh I the unspeakable gift, the rich, thi

Tbe depth uf expression ia tbis ktlcr docs, we tltink, clearly show 
that the anointing whicb she huil j-ectiived, did abidu in her, and 
although at that period the powers of nature were fusL t'ttiline, yet 
even Itien, like the well inslrucled scribe, waa »be enabled to bring 
forth from the good treaaiiry Ibings utw and old. 

Some parLicuttirs oC tbo last iilnesa of oiu* bclov&d' friend being 
described ia tbe testimony glvoii Ibrtb by Aberdeen monthly meeting, 
much further detail may not be called for here; yet it aoems well for 
those wbo were uye- witnesses of the heavenly frame of mind in which 
this derotod follower of ihi'; Lamb v/as kept, to bear testimony thereto. 
Many were the refreshing, contrlting Bea39n9 partuken of beside her 
couch, when she hcjieved her life waa drawing near ilfl close, and did 
DUt wUb to have hur miud turned from the solemn suhjoct. The 
love of her heavenly Father was bor chief theme, and *' eternity," sho 
said, "would be too short to celebrate Ilis praise." It waa her 
cameat desire to the last, to encourage all in the diligent practice of 
private retirement, and the frequent reading of the holy Scriptures; 
and she remarked, when passages of Scripture were brought to out 
remembrance, it waa well to take the Bible and find them, even 
though we might bo busily engaged in our outward concerns, and so 
let the good Spirit work more and more upon ub. 

Sho died »3 she had lived, a firm, and faithful believer in and 
aupporter of the doctrines and testimonies committed to oiir honoured 
forefathcra. In sending a message of love to a friend, a short time 
before she waa deprived of the power of speech, she said, "tell her 
my views are not altered." It was her desire that the testimony to sim- 
plicity and eelf-donial rec^uired in her lifo should be faithfully carried
